nov asked to reregister at Red 
Cross headquarters. Those having 
the greatest number of depend¬ 
ents will be the first drawn. 

A. J. Will, of the welfare de¬ 
partment congratulated Sierra 
Madre's handling of the unem¬ 
ployment situation in a speech 
at the Red Cross meeting. He 
said the work of relief had oeeD 
exceptionally well handled here 
and called attention to efforts of 
the Communists to take advant¬ 
age of the unemployment prob¬ 
lem to spread revolutionary 
propaganda. He urged that money 
paid out by the county on the 
program he outlined be spent in 
this community, among local mer¬ 
chants as a means of promoting 
the community’s welfare. 

The meeting voted to adopt 
the Block Aaid plan of raising 
funds for unemployment relief 
and 21 persons present volun¬ 
teered to carry on the Block Aid 
program in the blocks in which 
they live. In view of the fact 
that the plan has not yet been 
overly successful in its operation 
in Pasadena it was agreed that 
it should be one of several plans 
to be used here, instead of the 
sole means of providing relief. 

Plans are now being made to 
carry on the Block Aid system 
generally and more workers will 
be asked to serve before a time 
is fixed to start its operation. 

Mr. Will cautioned that it will 
be necessary for the communities 
to take care of their unemployed 
or a situation is likely to arise 
that wiil cause the unemployed 
to help themselves at the expense 
of those who have and refuse to 
give— in which case no one 
could be sure that they had any¬ 
thing. He also advised that unless 
people give voluntairly to help 
relieve the situation or vote a 
bond issue for the purpose, it will 
be necessary for the county to 
make a provision out of the tax 
levy, resulting in a levy of about 
27 cents per $100 of valuation 
based on present estimated needs. 

Chairman Humphries outlined 
plans looking to the supply of 
milk and food to undernourished 
children who have been cared for 
during the school year at the 
school, for the entertainment of 
children in the City Park during 
the vacation season, and for a 
series of entertainments through¬ 
out the summer to be sponsored 
by various local clubs and as¬ 
sociations, a program of which is 
to be submitted later. 

“We will pick up a surplus of 
glass jars, or we will furnish 
glass jars to people, who, during 
the summer will use their surplus 
fruit in the making of jams, 
etc.,” he said, “and this material 
will be stored in the Red Cross 
store-rooms and distributed next 
winter. To those who cannot af¬ 
ford to purchase the sugar, we 
will supply it if the donor will 
furnish the fruit and labor.” 

Mr. Humphries said that hot 
lunches and milk served to the 
public and parochial school child¬ 
ren since last September repre¬ 
sents an outlay of $875.01; milk 
delivered to homes and during 
vacation and to pre-school child¬ 
ren, $168.57, making a total of 
$1043.58. This work will be car¬ 
ried on this summer, he said,
